CANTON’S TRIBUTE 
FAREWELL DINNER TO 
MR. HERBERT PRISON 


: Canton, Jan. 12. 

A farewell dinner attended by all 
high government officials and mili- 
tary commanders ‘war given last 
night jointly by General “Yu Han- 
mow, Pacification Commissioner of 
Kwangtung, Genergl Huang Mo-sung, 
Chairman of the Kwangtung Provin. 
celal Government and Mr. Tseng 
Yang-fu, Mayor of Canton, to Mr. 
Herbert Phillips, for seven years 
British Consul General in Can- 
ton, who Is leaving for England, 
prior to proceeding to-Shnanghal to 
assume his new post as Consul Gen- 
eral there. : 


“In the absence of General Huang 
and the Mayor, both-of whom were 
gut of town, General Yu Han-mow 
made a brief speech expressing ap- 
Preciation of the'fne work which 
Mr, Phillips has done during: his 
term of office here, particularly hig 
persistent, efforts jn promoting 
friendly relations between local Chi- 
nese and British nationals, 7 


General Yu also spoke highly of 
the part which Mr, Phillips played 
in the. maintenance of Anglo-Chinese 
trade in South China despite the 
severe economic depression. 


Mr. Phillips Replics 


Responding Mr. Phillips sald in 
part: “I am bringing to on end a 
perlod of seven yeurs as British Con- 
sul General in Canto:?‘during which 
I. have had most friendly relations 
with the Canton Authorities and 
have found the work ‘Iwas called 
upon to perform of absorbing in- 
terest. I am therefore most grate. 
ful for the sympathy and courtesy 
which has always been extended to 
me. I have witnessed many changes 
here during my term of office and 
1 have. come to know high military 
und naval officers whose’ friendship 
1 value; moreover [ wish specially 


‘to thank General Yu for the anssis- 


tance he has always rendered to me 
since the assumption of his present 
post. I have also been associated 
with three Chairmen of the Provin- 
cial Government, namely Gencral 


-Chen.-Ming-shu,-—Mr,—Lin—-Yun-kal, 


and now Gencral Huang Mo-sung. 
T have also known no less than’four 
holders of the important office of 
Mayor of Canton,:namely Mr. Lin 
Yun-kal, Mr. Ching Tien-ku, Mr, 
Liu Chi-wen and now Mr. Tseng 
Yong-fu. To all of these I desire 
to pay .a tribute to thelr brondminded- 
ness in the dealings between us, 
However, quite apart from holding 
this regular post I have had to my 
kreat Satisfaclion the pleasure of 
meeting at Canton many other dis- 
tinguished high Chinese officials, 
whose friendship I deeply value.”. 


Mr, Phillips made a reference to 
the difficulty of the position which

Hongkong And Canton 


Referring to the relations between 
Nongkong and Canton, Mr. Phillips 
sald “An allusion has -been made to 
the improvement in the relations be- 
tween Canton and Hongkong. I am 
indeed fortunate to have been able 
to Iend a hand in cementing better 
relations and I Jook forward to sec 
them improve still further under the 
present enlightened administration. 


* During ‘the past six 
portant visits have taken place, 
namely the visit of Slr Andrew Cal- 
decott In September Inst to Canton, 
and the’ return: visit made in the 
early part of November to Hongkong 
by the Chairman of the Provinclal 
Government and by the Mayor of 
Canton, I feel sure that both these 
visits created an excellent impres- 
sion which should be lasting. The 
visit ‘also in November of the com- 
mercial and financial delegates from 
Canton did a great deal to promote 
{friendship between the two places,” 


Inconclusion, Mr, Phillips said that 
It was with genuine regret that he 
would leave Canton but at the same 
ume he was glad to feel that an 
opportunity was given him to spend 
a few more years in China, a country 
for which he naturally had a great 
regard and- affection. He ‘expressed 
his wish for the continued prosperity 
of the province of Kwangtunp, 
which certainly deserved a period 
of tranquility and good fortune 
after all the vicissitudes of recent

—IS. DESIRABLE 


(By Bruce Harris)

WOULD GO STALE 


For five months of more or less 
continuous cricket, J agree, men can- 
not be tra{ned in the same way as 
for a football match once a week.

He said John Reed Kilpatrick, 
Garden President, is “interested in 
the proposition if certain conditions 
can be met.” : 
. Although he has not conferred 
with Mike Jacobs, 20th Century 
Club promoter who is opposed to a 
transfer, Scanlon said he planned to 
leave for Germany immediately 
after Christmas to “sec about meeting 
those conditions.” : 


$1,750,000 GATE 


According to Scanion, the Garden

By all means 
Ict us have heroism. But Ict us 
have regard for Europe as a land 
for heroes to live In, not mercly to 
die in.

Let us seck that quieter 
heroism which Is none the less real 
because it can see qualities of 
heroism and - willingness for self- 
sacrifice in people of every race and 
erced, and which regards co-opera- 
tion with all races and crecds . as 
essential to the general welfare of 
the world.”
